Call Petrograd 
City of Horrors. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE. } 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 12 
Violent methods still are being 
adopted by the commission 
charged with combating the re- 
volt against the Bolsheviki, ac- 


cording to advices reaching 
Washington through official 
channels. Executions were said 
to be numerous, the victims in- 
cluding many priests and monks. 

Reports from Petrograd dated 
as late as December 5, said to 
emanate from official sources, 
state that the anti-revolution 
commission continues to sen- 
tence people to death on the 
mere suspicion of having ex- 
pressed counter revolutionary 
views. In one small city, Kater- 
nitj, in Viatka, ten people re- 
cently were executed, and at 
Bpask the commission was said 
to have caused twenty-two peo- 
ple to be shot. Forelgners 
reaching neutral countries from 
Petrograd say conditions there 
are “belond human power to 
grasp,” one describing it as “a 
‘city’ of horrors.” 

The Bolsheviki planned to use 
the legations of neutral coun- 
tries at Petrograd if it became 
necessary to save their own lives 
in case of Allied occupation of 
the city, it is stated in these ad- 
vices. The Swedish legation was 
threatened by Bolsheviki for a 
time, but now is said to be safe.

jSEATTLE INFLUENZA 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.-—Carter 
Glass, new Secretary of the Tréas- 
ury, will be given an opportunity to 
show his ability to borrow money 
for the government when the fifth 
war loan is floated next spring. The 
fact that another war loan of from 
five to five and a half billion dollars 
will be necessary was stated today 
by Secretary McAdoo to the House 
Ways and Means Committee. The 
Secretary based his assertion on an 
estimate of $18,000,000,000 in expen- 
ditures, and committee members 
said the estimate was not too low. 
Another bi-weekly issue of certifi- 
cates of indebtedness of $500,000,000, 
bearing 4% per cent. interest, was 
announced by the department today. 
The certificates were dated Decem- 
ber 19, payable next May 20. The 
first issue of these certificates was 
for $600,000,000, dated last Decem- 
ber 5 and closed last December 10. 
It was oversubscribed by $13,600,000, 
the treasury gnnounced.

Mr. McAdoo told the com- 
mittee that he anticipated no trou- 
ble in floating the next loan, but he 
also advised the committee that the 
next loan would be directed by Car-

In discussing additional loans to 
foreign countries to be used for es- 
tablishing credits in this country for 
buyers, Mr. McAdoo explained that 
the price of wheat must be main- 
tained by the government unless it 
j is to lose money on its guarantee.

Sleep on, Either.

80 ERE IN FRANCE. — An 
army “presents something of an 
anomaly or a paradox in that it is 
at once autocratic and democratic. It 
is democratic to the extent that not 
wealth and social standards, but 
ability, adaptability and merit gov- 
ern in the selection of officers, while 
jit is autocratic in the power in- 
vested in these and the discipline 
exacted from the men. 
But it is during a battle that an 
army resolves itself into an brgan- 
ism of the purest democracy, provid- 
ing the men are Willing fighters, and 
not forced as are the Germans, and

| IS ANNOUNCED BY VAIL. 


HEAD OF “BELL” S¥STEM TELLS 
OF TEN CONVERSATIONS 
ON ONE WIRE. 


(BY A. P. bar WIRE} 
master-General Burleson today made 
public a letter from Theodore N. 
Vail, president of the American Tele- 
iphone and Telegraph Company, an- 
nouncing the invention and develop- 
ment by the technical staff of the 
Bell system of “m practical system 
of multiplex telephony and telegra- 
phy by the use of which it is now 
possible to increase many fold the 
message carrying capacity of long 
telephone and telegraph wires.” 
FOUR TALKS, TWO ‘WIRES. 

“With thie new system,” sald 
Mr. Vall's letter, “four teleph 
conversations over one pair of 
wires are simultaneously car- 
ried on, in addition to the tele- 
phone conversation provided by 
the ordinary hods. Thus, 
over a single of wires, a 
total of five telephone conversa- 
tions are simultaneously oper- 
ated, each giving service as good 
as that provided by the circuit 
working in the ordinary way. 

“A number of years age we 
developed the ‘phantom circuit’ 
arrangement by which three 
telephone circuits are obtained 
from two pairs of wires. Now by 
our multiplex method, we are 
enabled to obtain five telephone . 
circuits over one pair of wires, 
that is, ten simultaneous tele- 
phone conversations the 
two pairs of wires which for- 
merly could be used for only 
three simultaneous telephone

have been attained by the new 
system. By combining two tele- 
graph wires into a metallic cir- 
cult of the type used for tele- 
phone working and by oat how

messages without in any way 
impairing the quality of tele- 
graph working. 

“The nat@re of these develop- 
‘ments is such that if desired, 


wires may be used partly for 
telephone and y for tele- 
graph. A pair wires is avall- 


able either for five simultaneous 
telephone conversations or for 
forty simultaneous telegraph 
messages, or partly for. one and 
partiy for the other. 

“From the nature of the ap- 
paratus and the methods em- 
ployed, the system not prac- 
tically a@Vantageous on short 
lines, either telephone or tele- 
graph.

CHICAGO, Dec. 12.—After recom- 
mending the adoption of a 140-game 


meeting of the American League 
was adjourned, late tonight, to meet 
in joint session with the National 
League in New York on January 16, 
to consider problems. confronting 
the resumption of baseball. A 
Comr@jtiee from the National Asso- 


ciation, of Minor Leagues will be in- 
vited to attend the joint meeting, 
Provided the 140-game schedule is 
adopted, the season will open on or 
about May 1, fifteen days later than 
usual, and close September 30. 
Discussion of the schedule and 
other questions took up so much 
time that at 7:45 p.m. word was sent 
that the discussion would continue 
several hours. Action on the status 
of piavers who deserted their clubs 
to join the “shipyard league,” and 
the election of a committee to 
meet with the National League, 
were among important questions re- 
maining to be settled. 

Another move in the path of re-, 
trenchment was the decision to slaah 
the club player limit from — 
five ta twenty-one men. starting 
fifteen days after the pennant race 
has begun. But in order to take 
care of the players in the military 
or naval service, a special amend- 
ment was passed, so each club own- 
er will be permitted to retain re- 
turned soldiers and satlors on his 
roster for thirty days. During this 
period these plavers will not be in- 
cluded in the player limit. If at 
ite end they are deemed of major 
league caliber they automatically 
will be regarded as regulars and 
other players must be dismissed to 
make room for thern. 

The club owners voted to retain 
the National Baseball Commission as 
now constituted. A vote of confi- 
dence was passed for August Herr- 
mann, chairman of tye commission, 
whom the National league recently 
epposed for re-election. The vote 
Was passed out of consideration for 
Her-mann’s long service as an offi- 
cial on the ruling body of baseball.

Rear-Admiral Charles J. Badger, 
chairman of the Executive Commit- 
tee of the board, today told the 
House Naval Affairs Committee that 
the navy should be equal to that 
of any other nation by 1925, and

“The general board believes that 
under the present world conditions 
and conditions likely to obtain 
the future,“ Admiral Badger said. 
“the United States Navy should 
steadily continue to increase. Ulti- 
mately it should be equal to the 
most powerful maintained by any 
other nation in the world. Year by 
year development should be made 
as consistent with the facilities of 
the country, but the limit above de- 
fined should be obtained not later 
than 1925, 

“Navies must be the principal 
support of a league of nations, and 
the United States, from its wealth, 
influence and power, will be called 
upon to contribute a large share of 
the international police force to 
render such a league effective.” 

PROTECT MERCHANT SHIPS. 


The duty of the navy, the ad- 
miral said, will be not only to guard 
the country against invasion. but to 
— as well the merchant ma- 
rine. 

Completion of the three-year 
bullding programme authorized in 
1916, which was halted to build an- 
ti-su»bmarine craft, was recommend- 
ed by Admiral. Badger. Work has 
not yet been started on six battle- 
ships, six battle cruisers, two scout 
cruisers, nine fleet submarines, two 
destroyer tenders and one fleet sub- 
marine tender, he said. Lack of ships 
of this type, he declared, ‘would 
have been fatal to the United States 
if it had been fighting the war alone. 
Admiral Badger said that, type for 
type, American battleships. compare 
favorably in wer with those of 
any other nation, pointing out that 
the six battleships soon to be laid 
down are designed for a displace- 
ment of 43,000 tons, of twenty-three 
knots" speed, a main battery of 
twelve 16-inch guns, and are heavily 
armored. They will be the most 
powerful vessels in the world, he 
said 


The admiral stated that provisions 
for 108 destroyers is made in the 
1920 programme. There are 34 
built, or being Dullt, he said, and 
in 1925 there will, therefore, be a 
total of 450, compared with Eng- 
land’s 616 at present 

SUBMARINE PROGRAMME. 

“The submarine programme calls 
for twenty-one fleet submarines, 146 
8 type. twenty-four ant!i-submarines 
and forty-two mine layers,” he said. 
‘There are now built, building or 
authorized a total of 169 coast sub- 
marines and twelve fleet submarines. 
The general board estimates a total 
of 294 S-type boats are required, 
and recommends that seventy-five be 
authorizea now. The British navy 
has built or bulldirg 128 submarines, 
of which about seventy-five are of 
large or fleet type.” 

Admiral Padger emphasized the 
need for additional mine sweepers 
and putrol vessels, and spoke of the 
development during the war of the 
a'rplane carrier. Fleet engagements 
will be preceded in the future by

An account of the development 
and scope of activities of German 
submarines was given by Admiral 
Bader.

Today they are 
thirty times larger and can make 
trips of 7000 miles and more. They 
have destroved hundreds of vessels 
and have laid mines in sea lane 
and in harbors, making constant 
sweeping operations necessary. No 
one knows, the admiral said, how 
much further the development 
will go. 

SINKINGS OF ENEMY CRAFT. 


One hundred and fifty German and 
seven Austrian submarines were 
sunk in the war prior to August, Ad- 
miral Badger told the committee, 
quoting reports from Admiral ‘Sims. 
He said the Germans had built 331 
submarines and that the Austrian 
under-water fleet comprised onl 
thirty-five craft, ten of which were 
obsolete. 

On August 1 last, Admiral Badger 
sald. the Germans had 119 sub- 
marines operating in the Atlantic 
and twenty-eight in the Mediterra- 
nean, while at the same time Aus- 
tria had eighteen in the Mediterra- 


nean. 

He told the committee that the 
country never has been and probably 
never will be again as well prepared. 
to bud a powerful fleet as at pres- 
ent. Hundreds of thousands of men 
have become skil'ed in shipyards 
which nave been building vessels for

Imperial Valley. 


Active Republican During 
Busy, Useful Life.

Last rites will be held tomorrow 
for Willis George Emerson, well 
known for his work in developing 
townsites in the Imperial Valley, as 
well as in Idaho and Wyoming, and 
as a writer, who died Tuesday night 
at his home, No. 2964 West Seventh 
street. He suffered a stroke of 
paralysis seven months ago in Kan- 
sas City, and had been in falling 
health ever since. 

Mr. Emerson was born 
Blakesburg, Iowa, March 28, i858. 
He was the son of Rev. Stephen L. 
and Mary L. Emerson, attended 
Knox College, IIlinols, was admitted 
to the bar in 1886, and received the 
degree of doctor of laws from North- 
ern Ohio University in 1900. From 
1886 to 1900 Mr. Emerson lived gin 
Kansas, and from 1889 to 1893 
made his headquarters at Ogden, 
Utah, and in Chicago, while develop- 
ing the townsite of Idaho Falls, 
Idaho. From 1896 to 1904 he was 
engaged in laying out and develop- 
ing the town of Grand Encampment, 
Wyoming. 

‘Coming to California in 1904 he 
began the development of Imperial 
Valley townsites, including those of 
Brawley and Calexico, taking hold 
of the tracts now occupied by those 
cities when they were considered 
desert land, holding auctions, and 
focusing attention on the valley. 

WRITER OF NOVELS. 


Of recent years Mr. Emerson was 
president of the Emerson Realty 
Company in the Delta Building. A- 
sociated with him was his son, Wil- 
bur O. Emerson, who with Fred L. 
Emerson, a Wyoming ranch owner, 
were his only children. His wife, 
who also survives him, was Miss 
Bonnie O'Neal of Low Angeles. 

Though he was known in many 
States to thousands as an able, ac- 
tive, energetic realty business man, 
it was as a writer that Mr. Emer- 
son himself preferred to be known. 
He begin writing in his leisure time 
and published several novels and 
much verse. Among his writings are 
“Winning Winds.” “Fall of Jason.” 
“My Partner and I,” “The Bullders,” 
“The Smoky God,“ “The Flock Mas- 
ter.” “Americar Valor,” a speech 
delivered at Gettysburg in 1811; 
“The Man Who Discovered Him- 
self. and many sketches and stories 
of travel. 

Mr. Emerson is the author of the 
‘following familiar sketch which he 
called. Life's Journey:”’ 

WELL KNOWN SKETCH, 

“To me, life is a highway, leading 
to a strange country where no mile- 
post is passed the second time. It is 
bordered with green fields and count- 
lesa flowers and leads from an un- 
known point of departure to an un- 
known point of arrival, 

“Our coming, we believe. was 
from omnipotence, agd therefore 
our going, we hope, is to immortality. 
“Now is the season of probation: 
each is chiseling a credit or a debit. 
“as the flowers by the wayside 
give out their perfume to us in 
abundance, 80 also should we let un- 
reserved gentleness, kindness and 
goodness, radiate from us to all hu- 
manity. 

“The important and timely mo- 
ment of every life is ‘the now,’ and 
our deeds should make humanity 
conscious of our passing.” 

During his busy life Mr. Emerson 
found time to serve as a Presidential 
elector in 1888, as commissioner to 
the Paris Exposition in 1900, as 
commissioner to the St. Louis Ex- 
position in 1904, and as vice-chair- 
man of the speakers’ bureau of the 
Republican national campaign in 
1900. He was a life member of the 
Los Angeles Athietic Club, and was

Every avenue 
leading to increased production must be 
thrown open; there are too many State toll 
gates now along the highways of industry. 
If Gov, Stephens will exert his influence 
with the new LeZislature to cut out about 
balf the present regulatory commissions 
and consolidate the half that remains he 
will perform a greater service to the State 
than by setting a special commission to 
work tinkering on à new model government. 
If a new form of State government were 
really required the proper body to draft the 
new model would be a constitutional con- 
vention composed of delegates elected by 
the voters themselves and not a hand- 
picked commission of office-

They have acquired new habits of life and 
of thought—they will be worthy of better 
jobs than they could fill before. 


It’s all right to save the old jobs and 


prepare new ones for returning soldiers. 
But it's a pretty safe assumption that most 
of them will readjust themselves with very 
little ald from “reconstruction” forcés, gov- 
érnmenta] or civil. And they, wi hustle 
for their own jobs—aud find the ones that 
will suit themselves, despite all the wise 
discourse and elaborate plans being made 
by “experts.” President Wilson was doubt- 
less right in predicting that our American 
people could be depended upon to work 
out their own reconstruction problems in 
their own way. 

. must not forget that all of the 
men who come back will not be the men 
they were when they went away — plus. 
There are many of our boys who are com- 
ing home disabled and Keakened by their 
experiences. Not one of these men must 


de forgotten and every help must be ex- 


tended to them to make them independent, 
self-sufficient citizens. 


B* OF GOOD CHEER. 

Like everyone else in the business 
world Los Angéles merchants and profées- 
sional men are busily sizing up the situa- 
tion and they have every reason to be optl- 
mistic. The general belief is that the com- 
ing year wil] be one of great activity. In 
this view they are supported by experts in 
the Atlantic Coast cities who send out the 
glad word, “Look for a great trade uplift 
in the United States next year.” 

Of course business has suffered here dur- 
ing the influenza, and some of our people 
are depressed. But the epidemic is only 
a temporary misfortune; wisely coped with, 
it will soon pass away. The Mayor has 
shown wisdom in naming a committee of 
business men to work with the Medical 
Advisory Board. To use his own expres- 
sive phrase, he has “injected business judg- 
ment” into the situation.

When E. E. Calvin, Federal regional 
director of railWays west of Chiqago, was 
in Los Angeles recently he told the people 
to look forward to big development and in- 
créase in population as after-the-war con- 
ditions. Mr. Calvin is one of the most as- 
tute railroad men in the country and he 
didn’t speak in that way just for the sake 
of making us feel good. 

He said that Southern California particu- 
larly may anticipate a period of exrep- 
tional activity and he gave his reasons for 
making the statement. He said there are 
two big movements that will directly af- 
fect Los Angeles and Southern California— 
one, land development, and the other 
establishment of a most profitable business 
between Southern California ports and 
South America and the Orient. | 

These are two movements to which 
Times has devoted considerable attention. 
We ate as confident as Mr. Calvin that this 
section of the country is due to receive a 
considerable influx of “land-hungry” people 
from the East and Middle West. Many 
back there, who made good money during 
the war, salted away as much of it ag pos- 
sible so that they might achieve their life's 
desire to come and settle in Southern Call- 
fornia, The advance guard is already here.

We have been insist- 
ing upon her glorious altruism, her 
complete sacrificia] sublimity, her 
unsullied virtues for nearly five hee- 
tic years and life can be nothing but 
painful for her if she essays to main- 
tain the fearful standard. 

So let's concede them all a com- 
fortable soupcon of “human nature” 
at the outset and modify our sar- 
casms when it will out.” We should 
not like unsullied perfection if we 
got it; so why be hypocrites about 
it? It will save a lot of nasty acri- 
mony if we start on that basis.

The following observations — 
garding Latin America are glies 
largely from Robert R. Speer's in- 
teresting little book, “The Unity of 
the Two Américas.” 

Mexico, Central América and the 
South Américan countries comprise 
the greater part of what is known 
as Latin America. With an area of 
8.500, 0% square miles it is one of 
the few remaining sections of the 
world productive and yet sparsely 
occupied. - 

The present population of this ter- 
ritory, about $0,000,900, is five and a 
third times what it was a century 
ago. Should the same rate of in- 
crease be maintained for the next 
hundred years the number of people 
in Latin Ameriea would exceed is 
number the population of Europe. 
“Calde predicts a population of 
250,000 by the end of the pres- 
ent century. There are many who 
believe that it can maintain a popu- 
lation of 500,000,000. Reclus makes 
‘the statement that Latin Americans 
éan feed 100 persons per kilometer, 
or over 2,000,000,000.” 

“México, with an area of 755,000 
square miles, ig well suited to agri 
culture, having both a temperate 
and a tropical climate. Here can te 
raised alj the products grown in the 
United States and Germany, as well 
as those grown in Central Africa 
and Ceylon—it has rich mining ter- 
ritory what are considered 
among the richest deposits of pe- 
troleum in the world.” 

“In the matter of river systems 
South América is more richly 
equipped than any other continent. 
Venezuela has an immense area— 
393,300 square miles—and great re- 
sourcés, including mountain forests. 
Colombia, area 438,000 square miles, 
yleldg tropical products, salt, coal 
und iron and has, probably, some of 
the richest mineral areas in the 
world. Ecuador, area 116,000 square 
miles, produces tropical products. 
This, the next to the smallest of the 
South American countries, counting 
the Guianas as one, has an area 
greater thgn any of the States of 


Montana and New Mexico excepted. 
Of Peru's 679.000 square miles, the 
amount arable exceeds the combined 
area of Oregon, Washington, Idaho 


000 square miles, exports tin, cop- 
per, silver and rubber. She has ex- 
tensive tracts of timber in the east- 
ern section. Further agricultural 
developments, perhaps remote, 
open up millions of acres in the low- 
er levels of the interior. The total 
area of Chile’s agricultural land, most 
of which must be irrigated, is 95,000,- 
000 acres.

HOLDS AGREEMENT IS 
BINDING AFTER DEATH. 


MUCH-DISPUTED ESTATE CASE 
IS FINALLY SETTLED BY 
SUPREME COURT. 


In the matter of the much-dis- 
puted estate of James Sloane, the 
State Supreme Court yesterday af- 
firmed the judgment of disuussal of 
the petition of Dola Arvilla Sloane. 


This followed the sustaining of a 
demurrer to her second amended 
petition, asking that an agreement 
made between Mr. Sloane and her- 
2 be declared of no force and ef- 
ect, 

The Sloanes were married in San 
Diego, January 15, 1894, and during 
their married life lived in Los An- 
Fele until March 16, 1915, when 
he left the family residence. it ap- 
pears. On July 25, 1916, an agree- 
ment was made between the par- 
ties for a division of the commun- 
ity property, and in the division the 
wife got the home, valued at $6000. 
It was agreed that he should retain 
all of the money in his possession. 
and other holdings that he micht 
accumulate following the amicable 
settlement. On November 1, 1914, 
Sloane died, leaving all his property, 
but $50, to Minnie Isabelle McDon- 
nell. 

In her petition for the setting 
aside of the agreement, the wife 
stated that it had been done to fa- 
cilitate the securing of a divorce by 


the husband. It was also set out 
that the husband had agreed that 
she should remain the bene- 


ficilary of certain life insurance poli- 
cies, and that he had agreed to 


make a will in her favor before he 
fied. None of these things had he 
done. 


The Supreme Court finds that the 
judgment of dismissal made by Su- 
perior Judge Rives was proper un- 
der the circumstances, and ihat the 
share of the husband's estate must 
be limited by the terms of the 
agreement made before his death, to 
which the wife had subscribed.
